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The leader as a human being 


Two men are in the foreground of the struggle for power in Germany today, behind whom the 
German people march in two mighty columns: the 85-year-old Field Marshal Paul v. Hindenburg 
and the 43-year-old man of the people and front-line soldier Adolf Hitler. Behind the one the 
defeated parties of the system and the heaps of interested parties, for whom the myth and 
nimbus of the aged army leader is to extend their 14-year rule once again for a few years, behind 
the other the army of millions of the new Germany, which now demands not only 
accountability, but the state itself. 


It is again a piece of German tragedy that today those who reviled the Field Marshal for 14 years 
throw honor and glory into their scales, and that those are forced to compete against the man 
who anchored his myth in the people through a 14-year struggle. 


Once Hindenburg, his officers and his victorious army were the target of the journaille and the red 
traitors of the people. But in front of them stood Adolf Hitler, the nameless musketeer, with his 
loyal followers, fending off the red poison arrows, and fighting around and clearing up, until 
Germany's army and its leaders once again stood shining, as they did when the muzzle flashes of 
the cannons still lit up the night. 


Now the Red and Black drumfire is directed at Adolf Hitler, young Germany's leader to freedom. 
Now he is slandered in word and image, stamped as tyrant and actor, as glutton and glutton, only 
because his fighting goal is: Death to Marxism, so that Germany may live! 


For years we kept silent about these pathetic lies. Because the opponents were too mean and the 
leader too high for us to take a stand. Now, however, when the people as a whole are about to 
choose between two people, one of whom they know only in the distorted image of Jewish and 
Marxist lies, we want to stand up and speak before the Fuhrer, whom we have known since the 
beginning. We want to talk about Adolf Hitler as a man, as he showed himself to us. 


This is truth, whoever speaks otherwise is lying! 


It was more than twelve years ago when the first dozen National Socialists met around a table 
every week and Adolf Hitler then spoke in glowing terms of the future that must one day be ours, 
us National Socialists. We all did not have much. The old coachman Mayer did not and the 
locksmith Riedl, but Adolf Hitler was certainly the poorest among us. He wore his co-litary 
discharge suit and his brown military boots. At noon he ate the cheapest meal the innkeeper 
advertised on his menu. But | never heard Hitler complain, he never spoke of his hardship. But 
he had known it since his youth, when he was still starving fatherless and motherless in 
Vienna, when he was the only one in his company who never received a parcel of field mail in 
the field and then, after the great struggle, starved as before. As the others were thinking of their 
families, of their acquisition and their moneybags, Adolf Hitler preached the fight for freedom. 


Hunger and hardship turned millions into people who no longer knew a fatherland; Hitler became 
a nationalist in this hardship, but also a socialist, a spokesman for the disinherited of our 
people. So says the Fuhrer: 


"Social activity has never and never to see its task in equally ridiculous and purposeless 
welfare humbugs, but rather in the elimination of such fundamental deficiencies in the 
organization of our economic and cultural life, which must or at least can lead to 
degenerations of individuals." 


Yes, some people will reply, that was twelve years ago. But today he brags and feasts, drinks 
champagne and orders place settings at 20 marks. At least that's what the journaille writes. And 
the red bigwigs and creatures probably think how they do it. So let us reveal here how the man 
lives who in a few weeks brought in half a million marks for the National Socialist Party through 
his speeches: soup, a vegetable platter and a bottle of mineral water. No alcohol, no meat, no 
cigar and no cigarette. Anyone who doubts this should ask the hoteliers with whom Adolf Hitler 
stayed on his travels and who are well known to the Jewish and Social Democratic greasers. 
Spartan simplicity characterizes Adolf Hitler's life. 


Between the journeys through German country, when for once no assembly is pressing and no 
SA roll call and no meeting, one really gets to know the Fuhrer as an artist and man of enormous 
knowledge. Here he shows his companions an old archway, there the heaven-striving German 
cathedrals, here a grandiose work of German bridge-building, there a monument to German 
intellectual heroes, tells of German history and its practical application, of the latest airplane 
models, and then in some village strokes the boy of a National Socialist worker, whom his mother 
holds out to him, beaming with happiness. 


And so even Hitler's opponents cannot deny that his party comrades not only fanatically believe 
in the Fuhrer, but also passionately love and revere him, so much so that dozens died for him, 
smiling, and with his name on their lips. For Adolf Hitler may be far above us all as a leader, 
but as a human being he is as close as a father or brother. He knows our sufferings and our 
sorrows, feels humanly with us, because he himself went through the hardest school of life and 
never forgot his own bitter years of need. 


That is why they all come to him seeking help, and as he once will and wants to be savior of the 
whole nation, so today he helps each of his fighters. This is how the relationship of loyalty and 
comradeship between leader and man has been formed, which connects heart with heart, and no 
power in the world could destroy it. 


Those who have not yet fully grasped the tremendous new idea of National Socialism, seek and 
find the way to the new Germany through Hitler, the man. 


We thank the fate that gave us not only the Fuhrer in Hitler, but at the same time the man 
who exemplifies his life to us as a German. 


What are Hitler's goals? 


Hitler's goals are: 
Achieving freedom for the German people, 
Achieving its rightful position among the nations, 


Laying the foundations for its viability. 


Hitler is convinced that freedom for the German people and its rightful position among the 
nations can be achieved by peaceful means. The prerequisite is a tenacious and consistent 
management of German foreign policy, hand in hand with an appropriate domestic policy and 
rooted in a people that once again possesses the will for self-assertion, which will give foreign 
states confidence in the work of Germany as a partner. Hitler aimed at cooperation with those 
states whose own interests permit or even dictate cooperation with Germany. A policy of 
egoism must take the place of a policy of sentiment, taking into account the same factor 
as the driving force for the actions of all peoples. 


To build the organization of the internal life of the nation according to the principles that 
will enable it to stand up to the rest of the world and to support the foreign policy 
necessary for its salvation. Replacing the system of irresponsible leadership based on 
parliamentary decisions of the majority of always incompetents by a system of personally 
responsible competent leaders, whose actions are based on the advice of experts. Replacement 
of the majority by the personality value. Education of the people by all means. Awakening 
and sharpening of the feeling of superiority of one’s own race. Eradication of Jewish- 
Bolshevik phenomena in all areas of culture. 


Maximum possible promotion of the economy. Seize all appropriate means to reintroduce 
the unemployed into the production process and thus create new purchasing power and new 
outlets for the internal market. Gradually relieve the economy of the excessive tax burden, 
reducing the tax system to a few easily manageable types of taxes. Further relief from 
excessive interest rates, especially with regard to foreign debt. As far as possible, stable prices 
that allow for disposition in the long term. Protection of domestic production, especially 
agricultural production, because agriculture, as the basis of nutrition, is the prerequisite 
for the independence and thus freedom of the nation: it is the source of the blood renewal 
of the people, it replaces what the big cities suck up and destroy. 


Capital and labor are equally indispensable in their interrelationship for the more 
developed economy. Neither of the two factors may prosper at the expense of the other - in the 
long run both would suffer. Therefore, the class struggle must be stopped, the class 
antagonisms must be bridged. The prerequisite for this is a just distribution of economic 
success. Community spirit and mutual trust, hand in hand with the regulating intervention 
of the state where necessary, create the basis for healthy economic development. 


Hitler refuses to give details about the ways to reach his goals today, because according to 
experience the present government takes over at least a part of the indicated plans, but tries to 
put them into practice mostly in an imperfect way - avoiding a really energetic attack on the root 
evils, like unemployment - thus bringing them into discredit, because the healthy and constructive 
effect fails to materialize. Ways pointed out by Hitler, which the government does not intend to 
follow for the time being, are subjected by "experts" in public to confidence-eroding criticism or 
even ridicule. One need only recall the National Socialist motion in the Reichstag 1 % years 
ago for a general reduction in the interest rate. An intemperate, scathing criticism started from 
all sides. When, after a long period of time, the Bruning government decided to proceed in 
accordance with the National Socialist proposal, it turned out that the measure was perfectly 
feasible and healthy, and that the "intolerable consequences" predicted by experts and 
scientists at the time of the National Socialist proposal did not occur. 


One may be convinced that it is no different with the other measures envisaged by Hitler to save 
innumerable individual livelinoods, the economy and finally the nation as a whole. This is all the 
more so because Hitler does not think of making daring or amateurish experiments, but consults 
the first and most recognized experts in all fields. 


The man who, as a result of the purification of extraordinary knowledge and skill in all 
fields, managed to win for himself from nothing his present position of the leader of 
millions in Germany, despite the most outrageous opposition, is perhaps the only one who 
has within himself the ability to master the monstrous task of saving the nation from an 


almost hopeless situation at the twelfth hour. As if guided by fate, he went his way. It 
would not be the first time in history that Germany grew the right man in the greatest 
need! 


Everyone must therefore be aware of the responsibility he takes upon himself if - in view 
of the failure of the previous governments - he helps to prevent Hitler from taking the destiny 
of the people into his hands any longer. 


Selection of lies about Hitler 


Nothing proves more the greatness of the hatred of the parties of German misfortune towards 
Hitler than a selection of the lies they spread about him. Therefore, nothing speaks more in favor 
of Hitler. 


Center and its offshoot going under "Bavarian People's Party" say: Adolf Hitler was member of 
the "Los-von-Rom-Movement". When this was proven to be a falsehood, the Center lied that this 
was true for the father. Further: Hitler had spat out the host as a child. He was a disguised 
Bolshevist. 


The S.P.D. lied: Adolf Hitler held "champagne parties in the company of beautiful women"; Hitler 
was paid for his activities by the Kaiser; Hitler received funds from "Horthy Hungary." Hitler's 
supporters were only "ruined existences," reactionary officers and students. Hitler was a 
"capitalist servant". 


S.P.D. And center lied: Hitler had committed treason against South Tyrol and had been paid for 
it with Italian money. 


They lied: Hitler had received funds from a number of heavy industrialists to have his people 
perform strikebreaking services. 


They lied: Hitler had received funds from Jews. 
They lied: Hitler had received funds from Ford. 
The S.P.D. And Center lied: Hitler had become engaged to a Jewess. 


The Bavarian Center (B.V.P.) again had a Catholic priest spread the lie that Adolf Hitler had spit 
out the host as a child, although this claim had already been proven untrue. 


The S.P.D. lied: Adolf Hitler had received French funds. The "Berliner Tageblatt", which was 
spiritually related to Marxism, tried to spread this all over the world. 


The "Minchener Telegrammzeitung," which often passed weapons against Hitler to the S.P.D. 
and the Center, claimed that Hitler had given Crown Prince Rupprecht an ultimatum. 


The center lied: Hitler owned a luxurious 12-room apartment; he owned a luxury villa in 
Berchtesgaden. 


S.P.D. and the center lied: In the "Brown House" there was a carpet costing 80,000 M., a 
banister costing 30,000 M., and armchairs costing 3000 M. to carve. Hitler's study was in the style 
of Mussolini. 


The S.P.D. lied: Hitler was receiving funds from Switzerland. 


The S.P.D. lied: Hitler had conducted negotiations with the separatist leader Heinz Orbis at the 
time. 


S.P.D. Und Zentrum published in their newspapers, as did the "MUnchener Telegrammzeitung," 
under print of an alleged letter, the claim that Hitler had received 5,000,000 M. from Russia for 
the N.S.D.A.P. for the election. (The proof that this alleged document was a forgery was due to 
the fact that it contained a signature that Hitler was no longer using at the time in question. 
Consequently, even the Soviet Russian government had to abandon the forgery). 


The S.P.D. lied: Hitler had received a prison sentence for desertion from the German army, 
which had been amnestied by Kurt Eisner. (The slanderer received 50 M. fine!). 


The S.P.D. lied: Hitler had Israelite cemeteries desecrated. (Even the police chief Bernhard Wei 
in Berlin had to admit, when he was under oath, that officially no case of desecration of graves by 
National Socialists had come to his knowledge). 


The center lied: Adolf Hitler had declared in his book "Mein Kampf" that lying was allowed in 
every respect. The passages quoted here verbatim were falsified from beginning to end. 


The S.P.D. lied: Hitler had sent one of his deputies to Paris with the order to negotiate with 
France on the conclusion of a Franco-German military agreement. 


S.P.D. And center lied: Hitler had declared that in the Third Reich all weak children would be 
killed. 


The S.P.D. lied: S.A. people would be hired by industry as strikebreakers. 
The S.P.D. lied: Hitler let himself be paid M. 2000 for each meeting. 


The S.P.D. lied: Hitler wanted to introduce forced labor for all unemployed; but the National 
Socialists would be freed. 


The S.P.D. spreads falsified death lists of people allegedly murdered by Nazis. 
The S.P.D. lied: Hitler had arranged for a 16-room apartment in Berlin through his deputy Goring. 


S.P.D. and Center lied: Hitler was a Czech. When this could no longer be maintained, it was 
said that Hitler's mother had been a Czech; she had spoken only Czech. 


The Deutschnationale Handlungsgehilfenverband (D.H.V.) lied: Hitler wanted to destroy the 
trade unions. 


The S.P.D. lied: Hitler had attended a banquet of industrialists after his lecture in Dusseldorf. 
The S.P.D. lied: Schneider-Creuzot had given Hitler funds. 


Center and S.P.D. were lying: Hitler himself no longer believed in his mission and in a success 
in the presidential election. 


The S.P.D. lied: Hitler had deserted from the Austrian army. 


The S.P.D. lied: Hitler had not been at the front at all. He had always stayed away from the front 
and "sat far away from the bullets in bomb-proof dugouts. 


The S.P.D. lied: Japan had given money to Hitler. 
The S.P.D. lies today: Hitler would cancel all pensions and annuities as Reich President. 


The S.P.D. lies today: foreign countries, and especially France, would not tolerate a Hitler 
presidency, German credit would be destroyed, etc., the same thing they lied about Hindenburg's 
presidency in 1925. 


In association with the S.P.D. and the Center, the "bourgeois papers" lie: Hitler had 
originally wanted to extend Hindenburg's presidency, but had succumbed to Hugenberg's 
influence. 


A "national" paper adopts the forgery of a French paper that carries remarks by an alleged 
representative of Hitler in Paris who never existed. 


The S.P.D. lies today: Hitler receives profit shares from the publishing house of the "Vélkischer 
Beobachter", a party salary and taxes from his meetings. In total, his income amounted to 
433,200 M. annually. 


The S.P.D. lies today: Hitler would have all people over 60 killed "for reasons of economy." 
S.P.D. and Center lie today: Hitler would make all working women breadless. 


The S.P.D. lies today: Hitler's father had originally borne a Czech name and only later replaced 
it with a German one. 


During his political activity Hitler conducted 123 trials against the lies or had them 
conducted on his behalf. Since it gradually became apparent that no serious person believed 
the lies anymore, he limited himself to making an example from time to time only in particularly 
blatant cases. 


So with the allegations of receiving French funds, Italian funds, betrayal of South Tyrol, 
desecration of the Host, ultimatum to Crown Prince Rupprecht, meetings with Heinz Orbis, 
desecration of Jewish cemeteries, falsification of alleged excerpts from his book, desertion from 
the Austrian army. The pushing from the front, etc. Naturally, the court decisions were all in his 
favor. The fines and prison sentences imposed add up to considerable figures, although in some 
cases they were disproportionately small. 


During the Reich presidential election campaign, a new flood of lies poured out about Hitler and 
his entourage. Falsified letters, falsified alleged police interrogation protocols about his associates 
were spread. With interest, but calmly, Hitler and those around him await the appearance of the 
further lies provided for the election campaign. 


Answers to the most common lies 
Hitler betrayed South Tyrol! 


Besides the judgment of the court, the answer to this was given by a South Tyrolean himself. 
Count Fedrigotti, a leader of the South Tyrolean homeland associations and a member of 


the Andreas-Hofer-Bund, addressed the National Socialist Reichstag deputy Hinkel in 
Berlin at the end of January of this year. Hinkel, a member of the National Socialist Reichstag in 
Berlin, on the occasion of Father Innerkofler's speech at a Reichsbanner rally in Berlin on the 
subject of "Hitler's betrayal of South Tyrol". He stated that the South Tyrolean homeland 
associations rejected the use of the South Tyrolean question for party-political agitation against 
National Socialism. He showed Hinkel telegrams that he had received from Innsbruck, etc., in 
response to his inquiries, in which the leaders of South Tyrolean homeland associations sharply 
opposed Innerkofler's behavior in Berlin. The South Tyroleans, too, knew that, in foreign 
policy terms, only the Berlin-Rome-London line was an option for Germany, and that Hitler 
had to draw the consequences from this for his attitude toward Italy. They would also have 
to recognize that Mussolini had been the first to take such a friendly stand against reparations. 
They only wished that South Tyrol would not be forgotten. 


Hitler certainly did not forget the South Tyroleans. After all, he himself was born and raised in the 
border region. But he is convinced that his view that it is the mission of the South 
Tyroleans to build a bridge to Italy and his resulting attitude will benefit them more than 
the large-scale organized agitation of the press in Germany against fascist Italy, abusing 
the South Tyroleans. 


Is Hitler "Romhorig"? 


A Protestant church councilor who knew Hitler personally and observed his work during a 
decade in Munich answered this question as follows: 


"As far as | can judge, it is nonsense to consider Hitler "Romanist"; why then would he be so 
strongly opposed by sections of the Catholic clergy? It would then be easy for him to win their 
favor! Hitler is German-minded and honest, but not sectarian, for he is leader of a political party 
uniting all loyal Germans. “

A Protestant Reformed pastor wrote in response to the same question as follows: 
"Dear Sir! 
They asked me for information on the basis of my personal acquaintance with Mr. Adolf Hitler: 


For years | had the opportunity to observe Adolf Hitler's work in Munich. It is my duty of 
conscience to call the allegations that Hitler was "in the service of Rome", that he was "Rome- 
loving", that he was "under Jesuit influence", fairy tales and slander. The distortions of Hitler's 
image have been put into the world by political opponents in order to harm him among the 
Protestant part of the German people. If | had to share this suspicion, | would not be an enrolled 
member of the NSDAP. That such rumors are still believed today is all the more 
incomprehensible to me, since it is known that Catholic dignitaries have publicly turned against 
Hitler and his movement. 


Hitler, in my opinion, must not be viewed from the denominational point of view. As he stands 
above the "parties" in the common sense, he also stands above the dispute of the denominations. 
He is a Christian in his work! It is above all thanks to him - and | share this conviction with many 
insightful people - that a large part of Europe has so far been saved from Bolshevism."

"Hitler is an enemy of the Catholic religion". 


A Catholic clergyman, who scrutinized Hitler in all his utterances before he could decide before 
his conscience to take sides with him, wrote the following under March 13, 1932, when asked 
whether he would vote for Hindenburg or Hitler: 


"You want to know who |, the Catholic clergyman, am voting for Reich President. | am not voting 
for Hindenburg, | am voting for Hitler. The day comes to all men when their strength fails, when 
they are too old for their duty and task, irrespective of what they have done for their nation in 
younger and fresher days. Then they will be morally obliged to resign from the office they have 
held up to now and to pass on the care of the nation to younger and fresher forces. That is why, 
to repeat, | choose Hitler. There has seldom been a man to whom | have looked up with such 
pride as Hindenburg; and the people who wanted to know nothing of him, but seven years ago 
considered other candidates to be more worthy Reich presidents, have spoken to me of this pride 
as a special kind of wickedness. But | am not ashamed of this pride, and even today it is alive in 
me in old strength, simply because | cannot forget what this man has done for my fatherland; and 
yet, to say it for the third time, | am voting for Hitler; because age is age, and failing strength is 
failing strength, and it would be terrible to me if party-political maneuvers were made with the 
man in whose camp Germany has stood during long, hard years of war. You know that | am by 
no means uncritical of your party, but nevertheless | shall look forward to the day which will carry 
through the world the news that Adolf Hitler has been elected President of the German Reich."

After the first ballot, under March 18, he added to the above letter, among others, the following 
statements: 


"What is now slowly beginning to dawn on people is the following (and for Hitler this means a very 
strong impetus for further work in the same direction): that the NSDAP is politically in the purest 
position. The people who voted for Hitler are the people of his mind and will. Hindenburg, 
however, let himself be elected by a mishmash of political directions, which is even worse than 
French soup.... 


... surely you remember Herr von Loebell, who seven years ago set up the Hindenburg 
Committee. | found out afterwards that he held the thirty-third Scottish High Degree of 
Freemasonry. How might Hindenburg actually stand to Freemasonry? Should he also be a 
Freemason, then they will understand that, especially after the last decree of the Pope against 
Freemasonry, it is an impossibility for a Catholic clergyman to elect this man, even if the 
obviously less instructed higher Catholic clergy of Germany elected him..."

If a catholic clergyman votes for Hitler, every good catholic can do so without getting into 
conflicts of conscience! If he realizes that it is thanks to Hitler alone that Germany has so far 
been spared from the Bolshism which destroys Christian culture and desecrates churches and 
altars, he must even vote for Hitler. 


It can also not change anything that from Hitler completely independent, private works of National 
Socialists, or even poetic fantasies Dietrich Eckarts, about conversations with Hitler, which 
never took place, are attributed to Hitler, in order to prove his "religious sensitivity”. 


"Hitler - a Czech" 


Hitler was born in Braunau am Inn. The opponents who started the lie about the "Czech Hitler" 
expected that Braunau am Inn would be confused with Braunau in Czechoslovakia. Braunau am 
Inn lies on the Bavarian border, with only the Inn River flowing in between. In contrast, the 
distance to the Czechoslovakian border is 80 kilometers as the crow flies, which is more than 
twice the distance from Dresden to the Czech border. Braunau still belonged to Bavaria in the 
second half of the 18th century. 


Hitler was therefore born within the territory of Greater Germany. Both parents are of 
German blood. They could not even speak Czech. (Hitler spent many years of his youth with his 
parents already on Reich-German soil, in Passau). Formally, Hitler was admitted to the German 
state by the National Socialist government in Braunschweig before being exhibited as a candidate 
for the Reich presidency. He himself had always refused to ask a Reich government for 
something that it readily granted to tens of thousands of Galician Jews and that he himself had 
long since acquired through four years of front-line service in the German army during the war. 


"Hitler means inflation, cancellation of unemployment 
support, pensions and annuities, civil war and chaos" 


These assertions spring from the “hold-the-thief" tactics of the parties united in the Hindenburg 
Front. They know very well that if their regime continues, in the not at all distant future there will 
have to come a complete financial collapse, which has already cast its shadow in the form of the 
events at the banks. For they know that a financial recovery can only be the consequence of a 
general economic recovery, and this in turn can only be the consequence of an increase in the 
labor output of the entire population. But they also know that under Hindenburg and the 
governments they put in place, unemployment rose from 736,000 in 1924 to 6,250,000 today, and 
that if this system of petty emergency heresy continues, the uninterrupted increase in 
unemployment will continue. They know that sooner or later their system will be able to 
conceal the financial collapse temporarily only by measures akin to inflation. And because 
they know this and see no way out for themselves, they try to divert attention and pin 
inflationary intentions on Hitler. In doing so, they carefully conceal the fact that it was 
Hilferding of their own SPD federal cooperative who brought about inflation at that time, 
whereby their old program point in the fight against "capital", the expropriation of the propertied 
classes, was fulfilled in the simplest way and so thoroughly that even the humble little mother lost 
her last nest egg in the old days. In gratitude, today the "bourgeois" march arm in arm with the 
comrades of the SPD to save the system responsible for this with the misleading name of 
Hindenburg. They are also very careful not to mention that it was Hitler who predicted inflation 
at that time, who prophesied that the measures of the government would have to lead to 
inflation, and who showed the way to avoid inflation. 


The "Hindenburg parties" know that the financial collapse under their system must entail 
the cessation of unemployment support, pension and retirement payments, just as the 
threat of collapse already entailed the reduction. The leaders know that today there are already 
places in Germany which are no longer able to raise support money and therefore provide those 
entitled to support with identity cards according to which the authorities are requested not to 
punish the holders for begging(!) Since they know this and see no way out for themselves, 


they try to distract again and spread the fairy tale that Hitler wants to stop the 
unemployment, pension and retirement payments. 


The leaders of the SPD in the "Hindenburg Front" know perfectly well that the financial 
collapse with the cessation of support must lead to civil war. They have no intention at all to 
avoid civil war. For camouflage they spread that Hitler has civil war intentions, and the 
bourgeois confederates in the "Hindenburg Front" help diligently to spread this lie. Red Prussia, 
however, stages a large-scale house search action against the National Socialists in the hope 
that this will support the civil war fairy tale. 


But why do the leaders of the SPD not want to avoid the civil war that must come after the 
financial collapse of their regime? Because the civil war is a stage on the way to the realization of 
their goals. That these have remained the same, on the one hand, is proven by the following 
sentence, which appeared in the newspaper "Eiserne Front" for Mecklenburg on March 6, 1932: 


“This election is not the decisive battle between capitalism and socialism. It certainly 
cannot be carried out on our side with the Hindenburg slogan; for it, when the hour 
comes, we shall choose a different name." 


In German, this means that the German citizen must save the SPD through its time of greatest 
need under the "Hindenburg slogan. When the danger threatening it on the part of Hitler has 
been overcome, then the "bourgeois" will get the kick he deserves. The SPD can finally carry out 
the decisive battle between the system of general expropriation, Marxism, and the system based 
on private property, the action of personality. General hunger and general forced labor on the 
Russian pattern will be the reward for those who saved Marxism under the "Hindenburg 
slogan" after the victory of Marxism in the "decisive battle”. 


Whoever wants to please Scheidemann, Dittmann, Crispien and other comrades of the 
“Hindenburg Front" should therefore help as much as possible to spread the fairy tale that 
Hitler means inflation, cancellation of unemployment benefits, pensions, civil war and 
chaos. He contributes thereby to bring about all this with the preservation of the present 
system! 


"Hitler - an Austrian Deserter". 


It was claimed that Hitler had evaded military service in Austria and had only served in the 
Bavarian army for that reason. 


The answer is given in the following document:

"It is confirmed that Adolf Hitler, son of Alois and Klara, née Plotzl, born in Braunau am Inn 
on April 20, 1889, and entitled to reside in Linz, Upper Austria, has been found "unfit for 

military and auxiliary service, too weak" according to the position list at the 3rd age group 
reenactment in Salzburg on February 5, 1914, and that the decision was made to "unfit for 


military service”.

Naturally, when Hitler was in Munich at the beginning of the war, he immediately 
volunteered for the war and, on the basis of special permission from the King of Bavaria, 
took part in the war in the Bavarian army from beginning to end. His service at the front 
was interrupted only by being wounded twice. 


"Hitler - a shirker" 


The party, which in the first period after the revolution, together with the USPD that had 
rejoined its ranks, considered it a special honor to be a shirker or even a deserter, 
invented the lie shortly before the Reich presidential election that Hitler had shirked from 
the front. In particular, he had always been "far from the shot" in Fournes. An injunction 
was obtained against the SPD pamphlet in question. At the subsequent court hearing, the 
judge had to determine, on the basis of an overwhelming number of affidavit and direct 
sworn testimonies from Hitler's fellow fighters of all ranks, that the allegations were 
untrue. 


Below are excerpts from some of the affidavits: 


"... | would like to emphasize that when | stepped out of the forest near Wytschate during the 
storming of the hatchet-shaped piece of forest (later called the Bayerwald), in order to be able to 
better observe the course of the attack, Hitler and another battle ordinance of the regimental staff, 
war volunteer Bachmann, placed themselves in front of me in order to protect me with their 
bodies from the machine gun fire to which | was exposed."

The place was always in the danger zone and was frequently and quite 
heavily shelled. During combat operations, the regimental command post was moved to the 
village of Fromelles, located about % hours further ahead.

These corridors were often under enemy machine gun and artillery fire. | do not recall Hitler being 
absent from his post at any time during my regimental command. The decorations Hitler earned 
can be worn with full justification and pride..."

The soldiers assigned to the regimental staff as messengers were selected from among the most 
reliable people, because the service of the messenger in the battles and battles of the regiment 
required men with iron nerves and a cool head. Hitler always and everywhere stood his ground 
and, after his severe thigh wound, immediately volunteered to rejoin the regiment at the 
replacement battalion shortly after his return from the military hospital..."

R.-I.-R. 16. | have come to know Hitler as 
a good soldier and impeccable comrade. | have never observed Hitler shirking duty in any way or 
evading danger. 


| was within the division from the march out until the march home and | (also) never heard 
anything unfavorable about Hitler later until the end. | was surprised to read later in the 
newspapers unfavorable things about Hitler's performance as a soldier. 


| stand completely aloof from Hitler politically, and | give this judgment only because | hold Hitler 
in high esteem as a wartime comrade."

"Hitler can't keep his promises!" 


Hitler promises nothing and has never promised anything. He began a large number of his 
speeches by declaring that he was not in the fortunate position of the speakers of other parties, 
who, for example, spoke only to farmers and thus promised them higher prices for their products, 
or spoke only to townspeople and thus promised low food prices, who promised higher salaries to 
civil servants, higher wages to employees, lower wages to employers, and tax cuts to all. He had 
members of all classes and professions of the German people in his meetings, and he knew on 
top of that that the promises of the others could not be kept because they excluded each other. 
He said, "I hold out the prospect of only one thing for the new state: work, work, and work 
again; for we have become a poor people! However, everyone who wants to work should 
be able to work, and everyone should know what he is working for - the result of his work 
should benefit everyone again. 


"All working women will be rendered breadless by Hitler!" 


This was spread as a particularly effective election lie, falsifying the statement of a National 
Socialist speaker. Of course, Hitler does not even think of suddenly putting the working 
women on the street. He knows that, economically speaking, the effect is quite the same 
whether a few million more men or a few million more women are unemployed. He knows that it 
would not even be beneficial to the economy and the state apparatus if trained, skilled female 
workers, who are perhaps even better suited to some of their professions than men, were 
suddenly to leave. He knows that in today's economic situation men cannot suddenly feed 
women who until now earned their own bread. He knows that families with many children, war 
invalids with a starvation pension, and many others cannot do without the already meager income 


of women today if they do not want to increase, as a last resort, the immense number of those 
who have voluntarily dropped out of life. 


Hitler will not treat the phenomena in the style of the 4-penny emergency decrees, but will 
tackle the evils at their roots. This means for the economy as a whole as well as for the 
individual reintegrating the unemployed into the production process. 


"Hitler only a dilettante after all" 


This is said by the same citizens and written by the same "national" newspapers that once 
recognized the former master saddler Friedrich Ebert as a full-fledged president of the 
German Reich and could not say enough about his "statesmanlike importance". The same 
ones who consider Hindenburg one of the greatest geniuses, capable of forming his own 
judgment in all fields, while he himself writes in his memoirs that he had never read any other 
book than a military one. 


A former imperial envoy, thus certainly no political layman, judges Hitler as follows: 


"| was twice granted the opportunity to speak to Adolf Hitler personally for a longer period of time. 
These two conversations will be unforgettable to me. 

| consider Hitler to be a political mind of quite extraordinary importance. What others strive to 
achieve in painstaking work is innate in him. 

What is surprising is his fine instinct for foreign policy, which lets him make the right decision 
instinctively..."

Let us consider the question of what testifies to greater political talent, to have signed a Young 
Plan like Hindenburg and at the same time to have predicted that it would bring improvement all 
along the line for Germany, or, like Hitler, to have correctly prophesied in all details the 
consequences for Germany while rejecting this plan. Apart from the proof of ability it means to 
have created, as a complete unknown, without capital, in spite of all resistances and 
persecutions, from 7 men the acknowledged best organized political movement of Germany, to 
which today more than 11 million, i.e. almost one third of all Germans entitled to vote, gave their 
vote, while in the so-called Hindenburg Front 16 (!) parties had to be mustered to prevent Hitler's 
victory. 


It should be known that the once equally "grave misgivings" of the Italian bourgeoisie regarding 
the "dilettante" Mussolini have fallen silent. Mussolini, however, expressed after the Reichstag 
elections of 1930: "Hitler a great leader, a great organizer." 


Answering recurring questions 


Why the name "National Socialists"? 


Hitler says: 


"You cannot be true nationalists without being socialists; the rest of you cannot be true 
socialists without being nationalists." 


To be a nationalist means to love one's own people more than all the other peoples and to see 
to it that it is able to assert itself against them. But in order for this people to be able to assert 
itself against the rest of the world, | must wish and see to it that every member is healthy, and that 
each individual, and thus the entirety, is as well off as possible. But then | am a socialist! 


And | cannot be a socialist without standing up for my people to be able to protect themselves 
against the encroachments of other peoples in the struggle for the basics of life and without 
standing up for the greatness of my people and thus being a nationalist. For the strength and 
importance of my people is the prerequisite for the well-being of the individual. 


Thus, however, you are both National Socialists." 


Why don't the National Socialists vote for Hindenburg? 


Because Hindenburg, through his minister Brining, is preventing the arrival of a 
government which will do fundamentally better than the previous ones and which will 
correspond to the current will of the people. 


Because it prevents a new Reichstag from being elected that would make such a government 
possible. 


In short, because Hindenburg prevents a National Socialist government from coming to the helm 
on the basis of new elections, even though the National Socialists are the strongest party in 
Germany today. 


What gives us the guarantee that things will be better under a 
National Socialist government? 


By their fruits you shall know them! So far, the National Socialists have ruled in the city of 
Koburg, and in the states of Thuringia and Brunswick. 


They did not suffer shipwreck there, as their opponents had hoped and predicted. 
Civil war did not ensue, as opponents had hoped and predicted. 
Finances did not collapse as opponents had hoped and predicted. 


On the contrary, in Thuringia the National Socialist government balanced the state budget - 
for the first time and in the only state in Germany since the Revolution. 


The achievements of National Socialist governments were accordingly recognized even by 
those who had previously viewed National Socialist governments with suspicion. The best 
proof is the unheard-of increase in the number of National Socialist voters in the areas of 
National Socialist governments. 


Since the National Socialists came to power, the National Socialist vote in Koburg rose 
from 5143 (already an absolute majority) to 8345, in Thuringia from 90,236 to 333,000, and in 
Brunswick from 67,900 to 124,360. 


This was the response of the electorate, who had the opportunity to observe and scrutinize the 
governance of the National Socialists. 


Does Hitler have enough trained forces to fill all the important 
positions with them? 


Hitler does not even think of entrusting posts primarily only to members of his party. He 
has often enough emphasized - not least to parties and associations that wanted to register their 
"claims" - that he will above all appoint outstanding experts, men who really understand 
something of their tasks, without regard to which party they belong to and have belonged to. 
Men who have already proven themselves will therefore remain quietly in office. 


Hitler does not want that with the German people again experiments are made. We have had 
enough of the experiments of the Hindenburg parties, to which we owe inflation, impoverishment 
and economic collapse! 


Historical overview 
Adolf Hitler 


was born on April 20, 1889, in Braunau am Inn, a small old Bavarian town. 


The father had worked his way up as an orphan from a poor peasant boy to a customs official. 
His mother also came from a German peasant family. He lost his father at the age of 13 and his 
mother at 17. At that time, after elementary school, Adolf Hitler attended the secondary school 
in Linz on the Danube. His father wanted him to become a civil servant, but he wanted to 
become an artist. The death of his mother forced him to earn his own daily bread immediately. 


Hitler went to Vienna at the age of 17, tried to train as an architect and earned a living by his 
own efforts, first as a construction worker, concrete mixer, and later as a draftsman and painter of 
architectural designs. At the age of 18, he already took part in political life, becoming an anti- 
Marxist, but without becoming a leader in any way. Hitler has been a fanatical nationalist 
since his youth and tries to combine the social experiences of his working-class days with 
his nationalist convictions. He suffers severe and bitter hardship for years in Vienna. 


In 1912, he moved to Munich, where he studied. He has not known a youth of pleasure, but 
since the day he left home with 50 crowns, only work and privations. 


In 1914, during a reenactment, he is finally released from Austrian army service in February. 
6 months later the world war breaks out. 


He immediately enlists in the German army and receives permission to join a Bavarian regiment 
as a war volunteer through a petition to King Ludwig of Bavaria. On October 10, 1914, the new 
regiment marches out. 


On December 2, 1914, the 25-year-old war volunteer already receives the Iron Cross 2nd Class. 


As a result of the bravery shown in the storming of the "Bavarian Forest" and in the other battles 
in the area of Wytschate, he was ordered to do duty as a messenger, which made special 
demands on courage and reliability, since the messages often had to be carried through the 
heaviest fire over open terrain. Soon his name is known in the regiment beyond the inner circle of 
his comrades. 


On October 7, 1916, he was wounded by shrapnel. In March 1917 he rejoins the regiment. He 
receives a number of other awards, including a regimental diploma for outstanding bravery in 
the fighting at Fontaines, finally the Iron Cross 1st Class. 


On October 14, 1918, he and numerous comrades of his regiment were severely injured by the 
yellow cross gas, which was used by the British for the first time, and temporarily went blind. 
While he was in hospital, the revolution broke out. 


Now Hitler decides to become a politician. 


In 1919 he joins a small association of 6 men and from it founds the National Socialist 
German Workers' Party. He outlines in broad strokes the program of the new movement, 
defines its goals and its essence. 


The beginning: SiebenMann. 


In September 1919 Adolf Hitler speaks for the first time in front of 7 men, then in front of 11 
listeners, in front of 25, in front of 47, in December already in front of 111, in Jan. 1920 in front of 
270, soon in front of 400; on Nov. 14, 1920 in the first real mass meeting in front of 1700. 
Adolf Hitler organizes the propaganda of the young party, which counts 64 members after one 
year of activity. A year later - 1920 - this number has already grown to 3000. Hitler increased the 
number of meetings in Munich to such an extent that he finally spoke three times a week in mass 
meetings and held a speech and training evening every Monday. First and foremost, he 
repeatedly addresses 


against the madness of Versailles 


and strongly opposes the claims of the Marxists, the Center, etc., that this treaty could be fulfilled. 
He also denounces the slogan of these parties, "deliver the weapons, then the others will also 
disarm". He predicts that after the delivery of the weapons the others will arm all the more - 
instead of with their own money, with the billions extorted from the now completely defenseless 
German people. Just as he opposed the propaganda of the S.P.D. and the Center for signing the 
treaties, because otherwise the Ruhr would be occupied, with the prophecy that the Ruhr 
would be occupied in any case, no matter what we signed. 


1921 


The first local groups are founded: in Rosenheim and Landshut. Hitler organizes the party's 
first protective division and begins the fight against separatist efforts in Bavaria. In 1921, the 
Fuhrer speaks to more than 5,000 people in the circus in Munich. 


He declared in his meetings that the "fulfillment" of the treaties would not lead, as the S.P.D., 
Center and People's Party claimed, to the German economy being rebuilt in peace in the 
meantime, but that the consequence of the fulfillment madness would have to be inflation on the 
largest scale, with immeasurable damage to the German economy. Hitler's assertion that the 


Black-Red government was planning to denationalize the Reichsbahn was rejected as an 
"unconscionable lie. 


The attempt at an internal party revolt fails. Hitler drafts the new party statute and is then given 
dictatorial authority. 


The Social Democracy, no longer able to conceal Hitler's name, now tries to finish off the hated 
man by terror. Bloody assembly battles, in which the iron nerves of the Fuhrer get the upper 
hand. An unshakable guard forms in them and from then on calls itself Sturmabteilungen. 


f922 


The conquest of Munich continues, while at the same time the movement begins to spread 
throughout the rest of Bavaria. Adolf Hitler rejects all attempts to carry out mergers with other 
parties by way of compromise. He slowly crushes all similar "volkisch" party formations and 
gives the National Socialist movement leadership over them. 


October 1922 Adolf Hitler marches with 800 men to Koburg and completely breaks the Red 
Terror there for the first time in twice 24 hours. 


At this time, Adolf Hitler publicly states that we are approaching with giant strides the inflation he 
has long predicted as a consequence of the policies of the black-red coalition. He becomes the 
most dangerous and hated enemy of the system. 


They Social Democracy and the Center begin to abandon the factual discussion with National 
Socialism and throw themselves into the field of slander. 


L923 


In January 1923, the first major party congress takes place, the first standards are 
consecrated. The S.A. receives its tight structure. 


The party's propaganda was again reviewed and improved, and the organization received its 
foundations, which are still valid today. In the meantime, numerous fellow fighters have 
gathered around Adolf Hitler, most of whom still form his steadfast comrades-in-arms today. In 
the meantime, Hitler is persecuted more and more harshly, wanders 


to prison for the first time 


for disturbing opposing rallies, receives continuous fines, but without giving up his fight against 
the system even for a moment. 


In the summer of 1923, Adolf Hitler begins to break the Red Terror in most Bavarian cities. 
Regensburg, Hof, Bayreuth, Nuremberg, Furth, Ingolstadt, Wurzburg, Schweinfurt are wrested 
from the Social Democratic and Communist terror forces - in some cases after the bloodiest 
street fighting. 


Hitler's struggle against the incompetent Reich government leads to the sharpest arguments. 
He prophesies the futility of the Ruhr resistance weakly led by the government, 
incessantly opposes the senseless policy of understanding with France and the fulfillment 
policy. He constantly points out the necessity of an understanding with Italy and England. 


November 1923 Adolf Hitler tries to overthrow the system. The uprising fails. Adolf Hitler is 
arrested. 


1924 


March 1924, the big trial takes place in Munich. It ends with the factual judgment of the Fuhrer, 
but with an overwhelming moral vindication. The effect of Hitler's statements on the court is so 
great, his declaration of sole and exclusive responsibility so impressive, that the prosecutor's 
speech becomes an outrageous vindication of honor, but the judge pronounces a suspended 
sentence. 


The National Socialist Party suffers from the loss of its leader. The opponents are convinced that 
they are now destroyed and therefore calmly sign the criminal Dawes Pact. Through it, the 
plundering of Germany, carried to extremes in the Young Plan, is systematically initiated. Social 
Democrats and Center triumph! The goal of German enslavement seems to have been achieved! 


In vain Hitler lets his companions in freedom make a front against the Dawes Pact. In vain 
he has the promises of the Center, the S.P.D., and the People's Party that the economy will be 
revived by the foreign loans of the plan, that unemployment will ease, that wages will rise, that 
taxes will be lowered, that agriculture will be saved, described as a fraud on the people. In vain 
he lets it be pointed out that the Dawes Pact must increase misery because the interest on 
the loans would paralyze the economy, while the loans themselves, after all, served only to meet 
the financial obligations of the plan; bankruptcies and unemployment would increase, taxes would 
rise, salaries and wages would be lowered. Prices would continue to rise, and agriculture would 
face total ruin through foreclosure. 


On December 20, Hitler leaves the fortress. 


1925 


As early as February 27, 1925, Adolf Hitler called for the reestablishment of the party and 
addressed an audience of 4,000 people for the first time after his release from prison. 


Since the National Socialist movement had been dissolved after November 9, 1923, and all its 
assets and values had been confiscated, Adolf Hitler began to build up the party again from the 
bottom up without the slightest means. The "Vorwarts" and the "Germania" in Berlin laughed 
at this attempt and mocked the "fool driven mad by imprisonment in the fortress. The 
rebuilding of the party, however, took place under Hitler's leadership with great speed. The 
old leaders immediately put themselves at his disposal again in loyalty. Hitler brings the party 
press into publication again. 


In December 1925, the party had 27,000 members. 


Alarmed, the Center and the Social Democrats now forbid the Fuhrer to speak for more 
than two years. 


1926 


In June 1926, the first party congress after Hitler's imprisonment takes place. 


The bourgeois world is convinced that the fulfillment policy will save Germany, the Dawes Pact 
will revive the economy. The Marxists are convinced that their rule can no longer be shaken. 


Reich President von Hindenburg separates from his voters and from now on marches with the 
Center and the S.P.D. 


The party is in constant struggle, but in December 1926 it has over 49,000 members. 


1927 


Hitler's ban on speaking, which can no longer be maintained, is lifted again. The Fuhrer 
speaks in countless mass meetings. The party consolidates more and more from month to month. 


The general development proves Hitler right more and more sharply. The Dawes Plan is 
exposed, its consequences are terrible. The Social Democrats and the Center try to save what 
can be saved by lies and slander. 


In August, Hitler calls for a party congress in Nuremberg, which ends with a great success. 


In December 1927, the party had 72,000 members. 


1928 


Adolf Hitler leads the party in ever sharper struggle against the present system. National 
Socialism has become the fiercest enemy of the destroyers of Germany inside and 
outside. Hitler opposes above all the insane destruction of the peasantry and the middle 
class. He predicts catastrophic consequences for the domestic market from this. In 
hundreds of meetings he declares again and again the fulfillment policy as madness, its 
consequences as destructive and devastating for the German economy! Social democracy and 
the center scoff, laugh or sneer and try to take revenge by an increasing number of lies and 
slander of a personal nature. 


In December 1928, the party had 108,000 members and 12 deputies in the German Reichstag. 


1929 


Adolf Hitler tirelessly continues the fight against the system, the press is expanded, the S.A. is 
constantly increased, S.S. formations are strengthened, propaganda is deepened. The 
spiritualization of the National Socialist doctrine makes great progress. 


On August 4, the second party congress takes place in Nuremberg in huge proportions. 
Hitler leads the fight against the black-red system with ever increasing sharpness and is 
undisputedly regarded as the most incisive leader of anti-democracy. All attempts to wrest the 
leadership of the party out of his hands fail. 


December 1929, the party had 178,000 members. 


1930 


The fight against the Young Plan is raging. Hindenburg is a staunch supporter of the 
Young Plan, claiming that it will save Germany, that the German economy will flourish, 
that unemployment will decline, that the peasantry will breathe a sigh of relief, and that 
taxes can be eased. 


Adolf Hitler calls these views unreal and disastrous, he prophesies the opposite. His party 
has taken over the enlightenment of the nation in tremendous mass struggles. 


Opponents respond with a tremendous flood of lies. 


On September 14, 1930, the Reichstag elections take place. The party received over 6 2 
million voters and 107 deputies. The internal organization has become firmer than ever, 
attempts at small rebellions brought in from outside are suppressed by Hitler in a flash and those 
who do not obey unconditionally are expelled. 


The Center, having in the meantime surrendered itself to the S.P.D. for better or worse, begins to 
mobilize the Church against Adolf Hitler. Center priests and Center bishops wage a fanatical 
fight against the National Socialist movement, exclude its members from the sacraments, and in 
the end even refuse them Christian burial. Hitler remains adamant in his conviction that the 
center is Germany's undoing and leads the fight against it with even greater determination 
than before. He brusquely rejects any attempt to extort an explanation from him. 


In December 1930, the party had 389,000 members.

The fight against the Young Plan continues. Meanwhile, the consequences predicted by Hitler 
come to pass. 


The government begins to work with emergency decrees, believing that it can save the economy 
through them. The sharpest arguments follow, in which Adolf Hitler again accurately predicts the 
disastrous consequences of this policy and is proven right after a few months, indeed often after 
a few weeks. 


Countless National Socialist newspapers have been founded in the meantime, the party's 
central publishing house has gradually developed into one of the largest enterprises of its 
kind. The organization has been expanded enormously in the course of time, the S.A. has 
developed progressively. The opponents are rolling over in lies; they even have ordered work 
delivered from France. 


At the end of 1931, the Hitler Party's membership is 806,000, a month later 862,000, again a 
month later 920,000. It will probably have about a million members and untold millions of 
voters on the day of the election. 


The once poor, penniless worker and later German front soldier has thus built up in scarcely 13 
years the largest political organization, which Germany ever possessed. The opponents, 
however, have no other means of fighting against this man than lies and slander! However, as 
this man always won so far despite all lies, also this time the victory will be with him! 


For who has ever created a similar work in Germany in 12 years out of nothing against all 
opposition of parties, high finance, capital, press, public opinion, bureaucracy, against lies, terror 
and bloody persecution? 


This man is not a child of a protection, but since his boyhood he is a man of his own strength in 
the highest sense of the word! 
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
